EVERTON DECOURCY WEEKES 
—GAY CAVALIER OF CRICKET 


De Courcy of the eighteenth century was: a 


gay cavalier, a 


swashbuckling duellist who lived for adventure. De Courcy of. the 
twentieth century is also a gay cavalier, but of cricket not duelling. He 
is Everton Decourcy Weekes, West Indian Test player. 


But although he fights with a bat and not a rapier, Weekes wields his willow 


with all the flourish and 


majesty that the Frenchman wielded his sword—and just’ 


as menacingly, as the Indian bowlers found to their cost at Trinidad in the First Test 
*when Everton made 207 and helped in a record fifth wicket stand of 219. 


This is his first double century 
In Test cricket, But in other first 
class matches he has frequently 
reached that mark. Indeed 
when‘ho visited England In 1950, 
by mid-July he had: reached 
three [figures on five occasions, 
and every time he went on to the 
second hundred, 


Ho gained a reputation second 
only to Bradman. After suc- 
cessive not out double centuries 
against Hampshire and . Leices- 
tershire, he was sald to have 
fafled In tho Third Test when he 
was dismissed for 129, 


By the end of the summer he 
equalled the record, for centuries 
by a (West Indian in England— 
goven, set up by George Headley 


Weckcs is often compared to 
Headley. Their strong physical’ 
resemblance Is carried onto the 
field, -While Weekes has not 
quite the wide range of strokes 
of the other, both provide first

INSTINCT TO DOMINATE 


Weekes is a ruthless compiler 
of runs, Like Bradman he re- 
gards a hundred as the half-way 
mark ‘toward the double cen- 
tury, and he has the some 
Instinct to dominate the 
bowling.

An appeal against the judgment of Mr Justice 
E. H. Williams who dismissed a motion for an in- 
junction to prevent the erection of a-new-building 
in Duddell Street was brought before the Full 
Court, comprising the Chief Justice, Sir Gerard 
Howe, and the Puisne Judge, Mr Justice. C. W.

Leo Pak-hung, executors and executrix: and trustees of 
the estate of the Inte Foo Sik. ' In their original motion 
before Mr. Justice Williams they asked for an order for a 
perpetual injunction to restrain the Local Printing Press, 
Ltd. from erecting o aix-storey building south of and 


adjoining the former Bank 
Street. é 


Tho motion involved | the 
theory of “ancient lights” by 
which the plaintiff's (appellants) 
alleged they were entitled to 
the right of light and air of tho 
benefit of which they would be 
tleprived if defendants (respon- 
dents) were permitted to erect 
their proposed new building. 
They claimed the right was an 
Implied grant under a lease of 
1840 held by the predecessors in

Appellants are represented b
